HURRICANE AT HAVANA. 
Grea Loss of Life: nd Preperty— 
Destruction of Woods, Crops, &¢.— 
The brig Empressario arrived 


yesterday from Havana, bringing let 
ters and papers to the 9th instant, by 


* which we have received full account! 


of a most disastrous hurricane that 
ssed over the Island of Cuba on the 
4th and Sth instant. 

So far as heard from, the devastn- 
tion appears to have extended ove: 
the Island far and wide, and the nex’ 
intelligence must bring us accounts of 
many more disasters, both by sea and 
land, than we have yetheard. The 
Joss of property has been enormous 
the loss of life, though it has been con 
siderable, We are astonished that it +- 
no greater. 

The barometer, during the storm fel! 

wnches——something never before 
known within the tropics. 
Sunpar, October 6, 1844. 

When we wrote an article this mor- 
ning, we had not seen but a small part 
of the ravages of the hurricane.—- 
Now that we have traversed the whole 
citv—now that our eyes has behelc 
innumerable ruins—now that we have 
heard with horror the relation of a 
thousand disasters—2 thousand scenes 
of desolation occurring in the short 
space of 11 hours—we suppress our 
feelings to paint the effect of this tor- 
ture, withouta parallel in the history 
of Cuba. Most sad indeed is this re- 
lation to us, and were it not te satisfy 
the public mind, we would beg to be 
excused. But knowing that the real 
ty isnever so horrible as the exagger 
ated picture which fear and charlatan- 
ism forces upon public anxiety, we 
will seck to cali the excited emotions 
of the community. We do not wish 
to infer from this, that our sad review 
will be wholly exact or complete — 
At this early hour it is impossible to’ 
obtain positive information of the ex- 
tent of suffering. The public author- 
ites for the city and port are actively 
engaged in the inquiry, and in the 
method of repairing them as far as 
possible. Those most imterested do 
not know their losses with any degree 
of certainty. Therefore, our sketch 
will be complete, provisionally; but 
we shall ad tnterrm write new facts. 
information and dates, complete and 
rectify it, should it be requisite. 

The 4th of October--as we have 
already said, a day of such sad memo- 
ry—it rained continually and abun- 
dantly. At first, the wind was light 
and scanty from the S. E. After- 
wards it blew with more force from 
due east until evening, when nature 
fell to almost a complete calm—a pre- 
clude to a grand tragedy that was 
to be enacted. At8 p.m. it be- 
gan to blow ond rain with lorce; at 9 
the wind was tempestuous; at 10, 9 
hurricane ~increasing in strength du- 
ring the whole night, and continuing 
thus until 104. Then impereepti- 
bly it began to lull. At meridian. 
much diminished, and diminishing all 
the evening. During that unfortunate 
night and morning the hurricane tra- 
versed three fourths of the compass. 
and with such sudden vuriations, that 
the dangers, especially in the bay. 
were aygravated, rendering all efforts 
heroically employed for the salvation 
of the lost vessels, null. 

During this night of terror, tribule- 
tion filled the heart of this tranqui! 
citv. Ati commenced the dem- 
olition of houses, enclosures, trees. 
doors and windows, and to such ex- 
tent that it would be difficult to find 
within our whole extensive popula- 
tion, within and without the city walls 
asingle house that has not suffered. 
and been injured moreor less. Night 
interminable! To the clamor of des- 


traction which resounded in the ele- 
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ments, the crics of the: victims, the 
voices of sufferers, the tears of the un- 
fortunate, and the prayers of the fuith- 
ful. were added. 

The long desired for dawn of day 
:tlength arrived, but not with it a 
termination of the general anguish, 
which increased as the feeble ravs of 
light illuminated as with the torch of 
death this picture of destruction; for 
in truth it was between the hours of 
6 and 8 that the hurricane effected its 
greatest ravages. During that day 
almost every establishment renimined 
close !; the streets and squares were 
deserted; the distribution of the daily 
eunplies for the city were retarded till 
late in the afternoon. In the markets 
there was nothiag—no milk. ment or 
provisions of any kind. When the

| VALUABLE INVENTION: 


The following account of a new m- 
chine for cutting, or rather gathering 
wheat, which hoa just been invented in 
Australia, is very curious, and the result» 
may he most importynt. It is communi. 
cated by Governor Grey. of South Aus. 
trilin, to the Royal Society of England. 
under the date of Dec. 13, 1843. He 
save—

the only event which has created anv 
sensation is the complete success which 
his attended the operations of a newly- 
invented reaping machine, invented in 
the This machine renps, thrash- 
es. and winnowas, all at the same time 
and thie at the rate of nearly an acre an 
hour, the michine requiring to be attend.

Sc. is mown, and the remainder is burnt, 
The machine, though perhap: not ap- 
plica’ie ty the gathermg of grain in a
